The parcel post has made the 
holiday mails 75 per cent heavier 
in T913 than they were in 1912, 
according to Postmaster Gen 
era! Burleson, but distribution is 
proceeding with promptness and 
conditions are better than they 
have been for many years past. 

There is an increased volume 
of mail everywhere, due to the 
fact that Uncle Sam is this year 
playing Santa Claus to a greater 
extent than ever before. This in- 
crease the Postmaster General 
describes as phenomenal, "but 
at no point has the vo'ume of 
mail exceeded the distribution 
facilities." All of which goes to 
show that the PostofRce Depart- 
ment can get a hustle on itself 
when there is an emergency to 
be met 

As a rule, calamities that are 
anticipated arc seldom realized. 
There haa been much trepida 
tion for wedn and months past 
lest the whole machinery of the 
postal business should be over- 
whelmed with an avalanche of 
parcel post packages. Possibly 
on this account a good many 
people have mistrusted Uncle 
Sam's ability to deliver the 
goods and have patronized the 
express companies as heretofore. 
But the wise ones did their holi- 
day shopping early, got to the 
postofficc before the rush began 
and shipped their packages with 
a label bearing the interesting 
legend: "Do not open until 
Christmas morning." Tn this 
way they left room for the slow 
ones who didn't* buy early. 
Thereby they made it a little 
easier for Uncle Sam to help fill 
the stockings of the majority of 
his ninety million constituents. 

Chicago shipped more than 
half a million packagesMonday. 
The Postmaster at T.oulaviUe 
says the Custom House would 
not hold the packages that have 
been sped on their way since 
the hoUday business began. 
These are busy times around 
all the big postoffices, and tlu' 
oldest inhabitant never saw any- 
thing like it New York, Bos 
ton, Cincinnati, Omaha, St. 
Louis, Seattle and Fort Worth 
report a record business, but 
no congestion worth mentioning. 
In every patt of the country the 
condi ions as to bulk of mail are 
the same, but Uncle Sam and his 
servants are on the job, day and 
night doing everything that is 
necessary to make a merry 
Christmas. 

Uncle Sam is a man of might 
and means, and the public en- 
joys seeing him i>lay Santa 
Claus; It is a welcome relief 
from the "good old days" when 
the thrifty buyer paid two dol- 
lars and a half for a Christmas 
token for a friend or relative and 
then paid the express barons 
half aa much to deliver it.
